“ left our country a world power 
with world responsibilities,” in the 
world war in which “America made 
its sacrifice for what it believed wa*

He then traced 
the steps which led to the selections 
of three Americans on the commis 
sions to untangle the reparations 
and declared; 
“A final adjustm ent for the liq­ 
uidation of reparations ought to be 
the beginning of a new era of peace 
and good will/* 
“ In the event th at such a con 
dition develops,” lie w ent on, “ it be­ 
comes pertinent to examine what 
can be done by our own country 
in corporation with others, further 
to rid ourselves and tho r^st of the 
World of the menace and burden of 
competitive 
arm am ents 
and 
more 
effectively, not by a recourse to 
arras, but by action leading to jus­ 
tice:. 
Our past experience should 
w ant us not to be overconfident 
in the face of so many failures but 
it also justifies the hope th a t some 
thing may be done where already 
there has been some success, and 
at least we can dem onstrate th at 
we have done all th at we can.” . 
The president renewed his en­ 
dorsem ent of the perm anent Court 
of international justice, and then 
turned tow ard discussion of a pos­ 
sibility of another world conference. 
Concluding he reminded his aud­ 
ience th at ‘‘on what nations are at 
home depends w hat they will be 
abroad,” and added; 
“The world knows th at we do 
not seek to rule by force of arm s, 
our strength Is In our m oral power. 
We increased the desire for peace 
everywhere by being peaceful. We 
m aintain a m ilitary force for our 
defense, but our offsensive lies in 
the justice of our cause. We are 
against war because it is destruc­ 
tive. We are for peace because It is 
constructive. We seek concord with 
all nations through m utual under­ 
standing. We believe in treaties and 
covenants and international law as 
a permanent record for a reliable 


determ ination of action. All these 
are 
evidences 
of 
right 
intention. 
But som ething more than these is 
required to m aintain the peace of 
the world. The final establishm ent 
of peace, the complete m aintain- 
ence of good will tow ard men will 
be found only in the righteousness 
of the people of the earth. W ars 
will cease when they will th at they 
shall cease. Peace will reign when 
they will that it shall reign.”

“Mr. President, Ladies and Gen­ 
tlem en : 
“ I hope I may be pardoned if I 
take advantage of this occasion to 
again explain exactly w hat the As­ 
sociated Press is. 
“The reason for the existence of 
The Associated Press is found in 
the determ ination of the newspap­ 
ers composing 
its 
m em bership— 
some 1200 in all— to have a world 
news service of their 
own, 
their 
servant and not their m aster; this 
news service to be nonpartisan in 
the broadest sense, one th at has no 
bias whatever, w hether political, re­ 
ligious or economic; th at should be 
as' accurate as possible aud that 
should be comprehensive within Hie 
limits of decency; a news service 
w’hose sole mission is to supply its 
members and 
its member* alone, 
with news— not views; a news ser­ 
vice th at should not constitute it­ 
self judge or jury, prosecuting a t­ 
torney or attorney for the defense, 
but content itself with acting as an 
im partial reporter. 
“This determination is based on 
the belief of its members that the 
prosperity of their newspapers and 
indeed the safety of tile republic 
itself is founded on an undefiled 
news service, for nothing will more 
surely 
destroy 
any 
worthwhile 
newspaper— whether large or small 
than to forfeit the confidence and 
respect of its readers by giving a 
biased or untruthful report of world 
happenings. 
“ It is not believed by the found 
era of the Associated Press and Hie 
course of# time 
has 
brought

change in this belief, that the de­ 
sired 
ends 
could 
be 
obtained 
through privately 
owned, 
profit 
making agency, 
controlled 
by

small group of owuiers. 
“To secure the sort of service re 
quired, 
a 
co-operative, 
non-profit 
making association was formed, the 
membership being confined to th 
representatives of 
the 
Associated 
Newspapers. The newspapers— mem 
hers make tw’o contributions— one 
that of their local news, another a 
money 
assessment 
covering 
their 
equitable proportion of the expense 
of collecting m d distributing th 
news of the world, including the 
local news contributed 
by 
each 
member. 
“ The affairs of the organization 
are supervised by an elected board 
of directors, composed 
of 
fifteen 
newspaper men, selected from ai 
sections of the country, trustees for 
the common interests of the member 
ship. These directors are obligate! 
■ o see that the report measures up 
within human limitations, 
to 
the 
ideals I have outlined. 
“ The directors, however, take no 
part in th*1 daily direction of the 
report, acting rather as a body of 
censors, a duty they share with ev­ 
ery member and indeed, with every 
newspaper reader. 
“The actual collection and hand­ 
ling of the report are done by a 
very 
large staff, world scattered 
under the direction of the genera* 
manager, and in the hands of this 
staff is placed the honor of the As­ 
sociated press, as through them w • 
either live 
up 
to or 
betray 
our 
ideals. 
“ I believe, and every member el 
the board believes, that the wor*: 
of this staff is one of the wonder* 
of the world. News does not coi­ 
le d 
itself; 
human 
endeavor, 
hu­ 
man sacrifice, human 
brain 
ar* 
prodigally expended in order that 
you and I may be promptly and ac­ 
curately Informed of the daily bai 
pen lugs of the world. 
“The prime instruction to every 
Associated Press man is that ’.'is 
report of every event must above 
all be a .curate and unbiased. 
“These men are faithful to their 
trusts, and we know it beyond per­ 
adventure, for it is vital to us as 
newspaper men that we should know 
it. 
“ I make ho claim of inerrancy. 
Where the human factor is con­ 
cerned, mistakes arc inevitable. 
“ What we do know is that as 
members of the Associated press, 
we demand an honest, unbiased re­ 
port and th at we are getting it. 
“ It is, of course, true that in 
the many years of the existence of 
The 
Associated 
Press 
there have 
been charges of bias, unfairness or 
mis-statement. These charges have 
always 
been 
exhaustively 
investi­ 
gated. If an error has been made, 
as has sometimes inevitably been 
the case, that error has been prompt 
!y corrected. More often it has been 
found that the complainant was in 
error as to what The Associated 
Press had carried or had attributed 
to its items which were tlje product 
of special correspondents of individ­ 
ual newspapers. 
“ Groin the most m aterial stand­ 
point intelligent men do not poison 
the bread that they eat— the mem­ 
bers of The Associated Presa and 
the working staff would be doins 
that very thing if they defiled tilt 
news by which they live. 
“ Turning now from The Associ­ 
ated Press and Ile mission let me bo 
reminded at this point of a story 
current In W ashington last year. 
“ A very high official had a really 
undeserved reputation of 
extrem e 
reticence and it is related th at at a 
dinner the lady on his right opened 
the conversation by saying that her 
neighbor had it in his power to 
lose or win for her as she had made 
a 
bet th at however reserved 
he 
might have been with others that 
he would talk with her. Then came 
a m easurable pause,

by 
'you lose/ I have spoken of this 
reputation for taciturnity as unde­ 
served. 
“In W ashington, as also elsewhere

“ We are greatly blessed as a na­ 
tion and as a group today that our 
honor guest has in a superlative de­ 
gree the faculty and tho desire to 


make absolutely clear his m atured 
judgm ent on the subjects th at en­ 
gage the attention of the people 
and th at he expresses th at judg­ 
m ent with no unncssary words. 
“A distinguished member of our 
craft, Mr. Wm. H ard, nae aptly de­ 
scribed a large num ber of men now 
prom inent in political life as ‘fugi­ 
tives from injustice.’ Certainly it 
may be said th at our guest of today 
is a fugitive from nothing and there 
is no need for surm ise as to exact­ 
ly w hat his words mean. 
“ I have, I think you realize, Mr. 
President, no commission from the 
members of The Associated Press 
authorizing me to give their views 
on any controverted question. 
“ Accordingly, I cannot say to you 
that they agree with you in your 
stand on the surtaxes or on any 
other question now occupying public 
thought, although I do feel w ar­ 
ranted in at least a guarded approv­ 
al in your Thanksgiving Day procla­ 
mation.

THIRTY-FIVE YEARS ago today at noon, one of the 
most spectular events in the history of the nation was 
enacted with a portion of what is now our own state as 
the gigantic stage on which this spectacle was staged.
